LIMA'S WATER SUPPLY. 


The water situation in Lima which

Those.who bold their lands 
for more than one y-e.ir laid themselves 
liable to deportation and a fine if the 
Indian owner changed his iniud and 
did not want the whites to keep the 
land. This uncertain tenure had the 
effect of driving many of the best 
farmers from the territory, and the ag- 
ricultural Interests received a big: check, 
Tfbile the income of the Indians drop- 
ped 
off.
